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SO WHY NOT LET FOLKS COME CLOSER 
TO PAYING FOR THEIR OWN EDUCATION? 


By JAMES DORAIS 


The outraged reaction to 
Governor Reagan’s suggestion 
that modest tuition charges be 
imposed at ep bay | .eronnda 
universities—$400 for Univer- 
sity of California students and 
$200 for State College stu- 
dents—indicates that the role 
of Governor as economizer is 
going to be mighty difficult. 

Some of the comments have 
verged on hysteria. A state- 
ment, for example, by the UC 
Berkeley faculty held that 
tuition fees would “make it 
more difficult to hire and re- 
tain faculty and (would) 
lower the quality of higher 
education.” This seems un- 
likely in view of the fact that 
Harvard University, with a 
tuition rate of $1760, manages 
to maintain a fairly respect- 
able academic standing. 


Discrimination Charged 


In another example, the 
Academic Senate. of the State: 
College at Los Angeles called 
tuition a “discriminatory tax” 
on students and their parents. 
It could as easily be argued 
that general tax support for 
higher education, which is not 
compulsory, is discriminatory 
against non-parents, parents 
who send children to private 
colleges and parents of chil- 
dren who can’t qualify aca- 
demically to attend college. 

In analyzing the pros and 
cons, it might be helpful to 
investigate the practices of 
other states. Lovejoy’s 1966 
College Guide lists minimum 
student fees at UC at $220 per 
year. Fees at the California 
State Colleges vary: at Sacra- 
mento State they are shown 
at $96 per year. 

Comparable annual tuition 
and/or fees at other state- 
supported colleges are listed 
by Lovejoy’s as follows: 

Arizona State University, 
$230; University of Arizona, 
$864; University of Colorado, 
$358; Colorado State Univer- 
sity, $336; University of Ha- 
waii, $170; Florida State Uni- 
versity, $226; University of 
Illinois, $270; Indiana State 
University, $270. 

University of Iowa, $340 to 
$520; University of Maine, 
$400; Michigan State Univer- 
sity, $328; University of 
Michigan, $280 to $750; Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, $290; 
University of Montana, $1143. 

University of Nevada. $261: 
Rutgers (New Jersey). $400; 
University of New Mexico, 
$336; State University of New 
York, $425; University of 
North Carolina, $175; Ohio 
State, $375; Oregon State, 
$330; University of Oregon, 
$330; Pennsylvania State, 
$525; University of Texas, 
$100; University of Utah, 
$300; Washington State, $105; 
University of Washington, 
$300. 

This comparison would in- 
dicate that present fees in 
California are among the 
very lowest in the country. 


Scholarships Proposed 


Tuition charges at Califor- 
nia private colleges are of 
course far higher. A few ex- 
amples: Pomona College, 
$1500; Occidental College, 
$1425; University of the Pa- 
cific, $1295; University of 
Santa Clara, $1173; Univer- 
sity of Southern California, 
$1500; Stanford, $1575. 

It has been proposed that a 
substantial portion—one-third 
to one-half — of proposed in- 
creased tuition charges at 
state-supported institutions be 
used to provide scholarships 
for qualified students in finan- 
cial need.

Society Pays 


Society has paid again for 
court decisions pampering the 
technical rights of criminals. 

George McChan, sentenced 
to the Maryland penitentiary 
for 40 years after his tenth 
conviction in 18 years — this 
time for assault — suddenly 
found himself free recently 
after the state’s top court 
wiped out his indictment by 
voiding a requirement that 
grand jurors affirm belief in 
God..A retrial was impossible 
because the U. S. Supreme 
Court’s ruling on confessions 
barred the state’s key evi- 
dence. So, in the bitter words 
of Judge Joseph L. Carter, he 
had to “foist a professional 
holdup man on the public.” 

Five day’s after McChan’s 
release two gunmen killed a 
Baltimore tavern manager 
and critically wounded a bar- 
maid. She, however, was able 
to describe their assailants. 
On the basis of this identifica- 
tion McChan was arrested and 
charged with homicide. 

A human life seems a high 
price to pay for the technical 
oe rages of habitual crim- 
inals. 


Can’t Take It? 


Folk singer Joan Baez has 
made a career of protest and 
the lambasting of many pol- 
icies and philosophies held 
dear by most Americans. She 
has dished it out to music, 
and in action; but it looks as 
if she can’t take it. 

Miss Baez has threatened: 
suit to stop what she says is 
a lampoon of her in Al Capp’s 
cartoon strip “Lil’l Abner”. 
The character she objects to 
is “Joanie Phoanie”, a 
wealthy folk singing ex- 
ponent of protest de luxe, ad- 
mittedly not a very winsome 
creature. 

Miss Baez's reaction to 
satirical protest is typical of 
her breed: humorless and 
one-sided. Professional pro- 
testors seemingly can’t bear 
being taken lightly. We can 
only commend to her Harry 
Truman’s pithy observation 
that “If you can’t take the 
heat, get out of the kitchen.” 


Doing Something 


As with the weather, a 
great many people talk about 
the problems of air and 
water pollution; unlike the 
former, some people ARE do- 
ing something about the 
latter. 

The oil industry for one. As 
a part of its continuing air 
and water conservation re- 
search program, the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute has 
announced an intensive three- 
year schedule of laboratory 
experiments designed to elim- 
inate much of the guesswork 
from the nation’s effort to 
combat air pollution. 

To be conducted by an in- 
dependent research labora- 
ioe’ the study will cost about 


public funds. Significant as 
that three-year — is, it is 
less than the API's regularly 
scheduled air and water re- 
search budget for 1967 alone.

CAN BE HABIT-FORMING IN NEW WEST 


Watch out! Wearing cow- 
boy boots proves almost as 
habit-forming as smoking 
cigarettes. 

Walking about in cowboy 
boots brings back the con- 
fidence’ and courage that 
went with our American 


heritage. But rumor has it’ 


that a horse dealer was 
really the one to devise the 
cowboy boot, according to 
the National Automobile 
club, thereby trying tokeep 
the cowboy in the saddle, 
away from ever walking. 

What about the true birth 
of the cowboy boot? One 
story suggests that a 
shabby-looking cicharacter 
from Colorado galloped 
into a small Kansas town 
in 1875. Storming inside a 
boot store, he demanded 
boots that would be less 
tiring, yet still protecthim 
while riding. The shoe- 
maker’s answer - a boot 
with a higher sloped heel, 
pointed toes, and stitching 
up the leg to prevent col- 
lapsing.

proudly of his boot as of 
his work. By wearing 
boots, he felt he was the 
better man, the riding man 
as opposed to the walking 
man. Especially the under- 
slung heel furnished a 
source of pride, being a 
badge of distinction, amark 
of nobility. In style cen- 
turies ago, heels appeared 
only on the shoes of noble- 


‘men. The law strictly for- 


bade peasants or workmen 
to wear them. From this 
came the expression ‘‘well 
heeled.’’ 

Sheer necessity, how- 
ever, demanded the growth 
of the high underslung heel. 


‘Having such a heel meant 


life or death for the cow- 
poke during his sessions 
of horse breaking and 
steer roping, for the heels 
gave the rider a better 
grip on the stirrups, and 
on the ground. 

To find those stirrups in 
a hurry required pointed 
toes. To kick off shoes in 
a hurry should the horse 
bolt and one foot get caught 
required loose fitting tops. 
The cowboy boot had all 
these. 

Not only worn for work, 
the cowboy boot also 
showed up at dress oc- 
casions and at play. Most 
cowboys owned Sunday 
boots for town visiting, 
having paid thirty to forty 
dollars for them out of their 
monthly starting salary of 
sixty dollars. They say an 
important cattleman in 
Texas even ordered a 
special pair of patent- 
leather high - heeled boots 
to wear with his tuxedo. 

Squeezing into a newly- 
ordered size -five-or-six 
boot, the 180-pound cow- 
boy would smile _ confi- 
dently. The tighter the 
better! He didn’t care how 
much they’d shrink, he used 
soap, axle grease or flour 
to slide his foot in and out 
of the ‘‘rack.’’ ; 

Trained to look for 
smallness in his boot when 
a mere stripling, the cow- 
boy got boots and wore them 
past his ‘“‘fittin’ time.’’ , 
Thus he grew to manhood 
with tiny pointed feet. So 
proud was the cowboy of 
his pretty little feet that he 
failed to notice how strange 
they looked on his knobby 
body, weathered by the out- 
doors, and the hard knocks 
of range riding. 

The story of the cowboy 
boot, that unique piece of 
footwear, has been inter- 
woven with the story of a 
great geographical area, 
America’s Southwest.
